Safer, smoother Cyclone plan has fans fuming 



Whoa now! A rehab of the 
historic Cyclone has fans 
worried that it might lose its 
scary old-school charm.

The legendary Coney Island 
Cyclone will get a major overhaul 
that promises a safer, smoother, 
and less rickety experience — 
but roller coaster aficionados 
worry that the fix-up will take 
the thrills out of the 85-year-old 
thrill ride. 

Beginning this month, workers 
will replace sections of the coast- 
er’s wooden track that have been 
worn down by decades of heavy 


use — and the end result will be 
a coaster that rides more like a 
Cadillac than a Jeep, according to 
Tom Corsillo, of Central Amuse- 
ment International, the owner of 
Luna Park, which operates the 
city-owned coaster. 

“It’s going to be a much 
smoother ride,” Corsillo told 
us. 

But some Cyclone fans say get- 
ting banged around by the coaster 
is a big part of its appeal. 

“There’s nothing more fun than 


riding the Cyclone and getting a 
few bruises,” said Josh Bauchner, 
who rides the Cyclone multiple 
times a year. 

Bauchner was one of many 
coaster boosters who bemoaned 
the upgrades. 

But Corsillo said the Cy- 
clone’s faithful had nothing to 
worry about, claiming the Cy- 
clone will now be safer, but still be 
scary — its top speed of 60 miles 
per hour will not be changed, and 
its hairpin turns that have been 


famous since the 1920s will not 
be affected by the update. 

“What made the Cyclone 
popular is not changing,” Cor- 
sillo said. 

Amusement experts we talked 
to were split on the upgrade’s 
impact on riders’ overall expe- 
rience. 

“The average person won’t be 
able to tell the difference,” said 
Jim Barber, a spokesman for the 
National Association of Amuse-

Bar gets deep-sixed 

Controversial Prime 6 goes farm-to-table instead

A once-embattled Park Slope sports 
bar will open with a new name and a 
strikingly different business model in 
hopes of becoming a slam-dunk for com- 
munity foodies — not arena crowds. 

Woodland, a farm-to-table eatery 
with an outdoorsy motif, will start serv- 


ing food on Feb. 1 in the storefront at 
Flatbush and Sixth avenues that was 
slated to become Prime 6, the planned 
music venue and watering hole that 
sparked neighborhood controversy 
without ever opening amid concerns 
it would draw rowdy basketball fans 
and a hip hop scene. 

Owner Akiva Ofshtein said he has 


altered his business’ vision and will 
now open “a nice cozy restaurant” with 
a 46-seat patio that closes by midnight 
on weekends in an attempt to better 
mesh with the community. 

The menu at Woodland includes 
“Napa Valley-style” new Ameri- 
can dishes such as bison burgers and

It’s a dump 

Neighbors trash filthiest 
backyard in Bklyn Heights

The filthiest backyard in 
Brooklyn Heights has gotten so 
bad that at least one neighbor has 
started cleaning it himself. 

Community residents have 
been griping about a lawn- 
turned-garbage-dump on Henry 
Street for years, but still haven’t 
convinced landlords or busi- 
ness owners to take responsi- 
bility for it. 

The rat-filled sty around the 


corner from Montague Street 
is filled with overturned fur- 
niture, plastic bottles and bags, 
a heap of wood forming what 
looks like a hovel, clay plant- 
ers and a deflated basketball 
— and that’s after a Brooklyn 
Heights businessman tried to 
tidy up the space. 

“It’s third-world disgusting!” 
said Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association. “Everyone walking

Parents at a Fort Greene elementary 
school are lashing out against the city’s 
proposal to move a new charter school 
into their building, claiming that their 
own expansion plans were denied to 
make room for a school with more po- 
litical clout. 

Hundreds of parents packed the audi- 
torium of PS 287 on Wednesday night, 


waiting for their chance to speak their 
mind about the Community Roots Char- 
ter School’s bid to open a new middle 
school within the Navy Street learning 
institution — a plan that already has the 
support of a local councilwoman and 
the city’s chancellor of schools. 

Tensions erupted after charter school 
proponents hogged the microphone for 
two hours before PS 287 advocates could

Artsy plan for 
Slope eyesore 

Absentee landlord emerges, 
asks neighbors for money

The absentee landlord be- 
hind a derelict Park Slope build- 
ing that once housed a legend- 
ary art bar has come out of the 
woodwork, asking for help from 
neighbors who have begged her 
to maintain the decaying prop- 
erty for years. 

Rachel Nash, whose family 
owns the eyesore at Second Street 
and Seventh Avenue that was once 
home to the kitschy-cool Land- 
mark Pub, says she wants to ren- 
ovate the building. But before she 
can turn it into “affordable artist 
housing” and replace the long- 
closed watering hole with a cafe, 
she needs assistance from a com- 
munity group she has jilted for 
almost a decade. 

“I’ve been the victim of a pred- 
atory lender — and we need to 
fundraise,’ ’ Nash told C ommunity 
Board 6 on Wednesday. 

Nash and her family own the 
building outright, but she says 
they might lose it after she took 
outaloantohelp cover property 
taxes and the lender claimed she 
fell behind on payments. 



Neighbors and community 
board members, who have long 
complained about the build- 
ing’s rotting construction shed, 
busted windows and graffiti, 
aren’t feeling philanthropic. 

“It’s totally insane that she 
would come here for help,” said 
CB6 member Nica Lalli, who 
lives nearby. “It’s so bizarre. I 
just can’t believe it.”

Bike lane fence called ‘offensive’ 


Public housing residents say 
planned barrier 'feels like jail'

Residents of two Fort Greene 
housing projects want the city to 
come up with a way to protect cy- 
clists from brick-throwing teens 
that’s smarter and less stigmatiz- 
ing than a cage-like fence. 

The Department of Transpor- 
tation decided to replace an exist- 


ing fence on a pedestrian bridge 
that links the Walt Whitman and 
Ingersoll houses with a taller, 
curved wall of metal mesh af- 
ter a group of kids threw rocks, 
bottles and golf balls onto at least 
seven bikers riding below on the 
Navy Street bike lane. 

But residents of the city-owned 
developments between Tillary

Street and Myrtle Avenue see 
the planned fence as a superfi- 
cial quick-fix with the aesthet- 
ics of a prison wall. 

“We don’t want anybody get- 
ting hurt either — but this feels 
like a punishment, like we’re in 
jail,” said Stacy Williams, who 
lives there. “It’s offensive.” 

The city claims the new fence, 
which features an 18-inch-tall in- 
ward-curved barrier much like the 
fence on the Manhattan Bridge 
bike lane — will make it harder for

A DUMBO marketing firm has 
answered one of the most press- 
ing questions asked by Brook- 
lyn foodies: yDonde estan los 
tacos? 

The brilliant minds at Big 
Spaceship are behind Taco Finder, 
an iPhone app that leads hun- 
gry users on taco-hunting ex- 
peditions. 

Mexican food fanatics open the 
app, select a local taco stand, and 
follow the arrow on the screen 
until they’re devouring the tor- 
tillas of their dreams. 

“We wanted to make going out 
for tacos into an adventure,” said 
senior designer Valerie Gnaedig. 
“If I want to find a taco, it will 
be a taco wonderland — with 
more places popping up along 
the way.” 

As users inch closer to their 


destination. Taco Finder uses a 
global positioning system to de- 
termine how many more feet they 
must travel before reaching their 


taco target. 

Jamie Kosoy, the firm’s tech- 
nology director, claims the app

House of god saved for housing

Let there be housing! 

The developers who bought a 
Williamsburg church last month 
will convert the N. Sixth Street 
worship site into housing but 
promised not to raze the chapel 


building. 

The Brooklyn Diocese sold St. 
Vincent De Paul Church and an 
adjacent school building on the 
lot for $13.7 million to develop- 
ers Yechial Michael Lichtenstein, 
Yoel Goldman, and Joel Gluck, 
who took out a $9-million loan to 


help purchase the property four 
days before Christmas. 

Lichtenstein’s lawyer, Y. Da- 
vid Scharf, said the new owners 
planned to develop housing in- 
side the existing structures on 
the lot but would not say how 
many units would be added or 


whether they would be condo- 
miniums or rentals. 

The Diocese had been trying 
to unload the deteriorating church 
complex since last April, when 
Bishop Nicholas DiMarzio signed 
off a series of church mergers to

Challenges Ed Towns for Congressional seat

State Assemblyman 
Hakeem Jeffries announced 
his long-anticipated bid for 
Congress on Sunday and 
didn’t even bother to mention 
the 30-year incumbent he’s 
expected to run against. 

The Fort Greene Demo- 
crat rallied more than 150 
supporters on the steps of 
Borough Hall with a seven- 
minute speech that described 
the district and its problems 
in broad terms, but did not 
make a single reference to 
76-year-old Congressional 


veteran Rep. Ed Towns (D- 
Fort Greene). 

“Congress is broken, peo- 
ple are suffering, and we de- 
serve more,” said Jeffries. 

Jeffries swore to defend 
President Obama, stand up 
against the Republican party, 
bring more affordable hous- 
ing to the district and im- 
prove the failing education 
system. 

He told reporters after he 
finished his speech that he 
“respects” Towns, but it’s 
time for communities in cen- 
tral Brooklyn to move in a 
“different direction.” 

“I take him at his word and 


I expect him to run for re- 
election,” said Jeffries. “Peo- 
ple will have to ultimately de- 
cide who to support.” 

Jeffries has been plodding 
toward a move to Washing- 
ton since May, when he be- 
gan holding fundraisers in 
Hasidic Williamsburg, an 
area outside his state as- 
sembly district but a strong- 
hold in the 10th Congressio- 
nal district. 

Five months later, Jeffries 
filed paperwork with the Fed- 
eral Elections Commission 
to open a new campaign 
committee for his congres- 
sional run and raised more 


What are you waiting for? 
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than $173,000. 

But Jeffries is expected 
to face a stiff challenge from 
Towns, who hasn’t lost an 
election since 1983, and in- 
surgent candidate Coun- 
cilman Charles Barron 
(D-East New York), who 
nearly toppled Towns in a 
congressional race six years 
ago despite being heavily 
outspent. 

Jeffries has more cash to 
spend than his opponents, 
with $158,000 in his ac- 
count, according to FEC 
figures from September. 
Towns only has $11,240 
in the bank, after spend- 
ing $322,000 in campaign 
funds this fall. Barron’s 
campaign information re- 
mained unavailable. New 
campaign filings are sched- 
uled to come out in the next 
week. 

But the early fundrais- 
ing advantage isn’t why Jef- 
fries’s allies say he has a real 
shot of unseating his older 
rival and tamping down 
Barron’s challenge. 

“He’s going to stand on 
his record in Albany, which 
has been to get legislation 
passed by reaching across 
the aisle and developing rela- 
tionships,” said Fort Greene’s 
Democratic District Leader 
Walter Mosley. 

Towns claims he’s not 
afraid of a Democratic 
primary. 

“I have every intention

of being re-elected and re- 
turning to Congress to con- 
tinue my work on behalf 
of senior citizens, to fight 
for better educational op- 
portunities, to protect re- 
forms to healthcare, and 
to ensure that more peo- 
ple get jobs,” Towns said 
on Monday. 

The army veteran and 
Baptist minister lost a bid 
for State Assembly before 
winning an open congres- 
sional seat in 1982. He rose 
to become chair of the 
House Oversight commit- 
tee, but lost the seat when 
Republicans won the ma- 
jority in 2010. 

Like his older rival, Jef- 
fries came up short in his 
first race for State Assem- 
bly in 2000. 

Two years later, his op- 
ponent redrew district lines 
to exclude Jeffries’ apart- 
ment — but Jeffries had the 
last laugh when he won his 
seat in 2006 and worked to 
introduce new laws reign- 
ing in the practice.

ment Ride Safety Organiza- 
tions. 

But Jason Herrera, the di- 
rector of Amusement Safety 
Organization, said hard-core 
fans are in for a surprise. 

“The changes will take 


away that shake, rattle and 
roll,” said Herrera, who says 
he’s familiar with the Cyclone 
experience. 

The coaster’s last major 
upgrade came in the mid- 
1970s, when the city saved 
the ride from demolition.

is more “divining rod” than 
roadmap, providing taco lov- 
ers with no addresses or in- 
structions. All that Mexi- 
can food fanatics can see is 
a wooden arrow that twists 
and turns, pointing them to- 
ward the tortilla- wrapped ob- 
jects of their desire. 


Big Spaceship created the 
free app as an internal proj- 
ect to satiate workers’ late- 
night cravings. But it was 
such a hit that they bestowed 
it upon the rest of the taco- 
craving world via Apple’s 
App Store last fall. 

Already, 20-guacamole 
fiends have sung the praises 
of the taco tracker. 


Right on red dead 

City admits Atlantic Ave. sign is wrong 



It's not easy to get to Pier 6, especially for fami- 
lies that must deal with the BQE entrance ramp 
on Atlantic Avenue — but that's about to change, 
according to the city.

Walking to the park is 
about to become a walk in 
the park. 

Crossing Atlantic Avenue to 
reach Brooklyn Bridge Park’s 
Pier 6 will no longer be a dan- 
gerous game of “Frogger” for 
park-goers after the city stops 
allowing motorists to make 
right turns on red. 

Drivers turning onto the 
Brooklyn-Queens Express- 
way on-ramp have blatantly 
ignored a massive “no turn on 
red” sign installed last year 
— but now the Department 
of Transportation says it will 
eliminate the suburban-style 
turns and introduce a “pedes- 
trian only” signal phase as 
soon as this summer. 

“This is going to save 
lives,” said Paco Abraham, 
a vice president of the Cob- 
ble Hill Association. “We 
just can’t have intersections 
like that if we want people to 
have safe access to Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park.” 

Current rules allow driv- 
ers to make right turns on 
red between 7 and 10 am on 
weekdays — but city offi- 
cials admit that many mo- 
torists make right turns on 
red at all times. 

Locals have long demanded 
that the city completely ban 
rights on red at the inersection, 
but Department of Transpor- 
tation officials refused, say- 
ing that doing so would back 


up traffic on Atlantic Avenue 
in the morning rush. 

But traffic planners now 
insist the new plan will allow 
120 more vehicles to get onto 
the interstate per hour. 

“Our hope is that by re- 
moving the slightly abnormal 
right turn on red sign, peo- 
ple will stop doing it even- 
tually,” said senior project 
manager Ted Wright. 

The plan also includes 
shortening the 80-foot-long 
crosswalk by constructing 
a traffic island, adding bol- 
lards between the two lanes 
of westbound Atlantic Ave- 
nue traffic nearing the ramp 
to prevent cars from making 
dangerous turns from the cen- 
ter lane, and building a median 
to prevent eastbound Atlantic 
Avenue motorists from turn- 
ing left onto the interstate dur- 


ing red lights. 

Park-lovers have clamored 
for a traffic fix to the area 
since the park opened 
with a dog run and mega- 
playground in the summer 
of 2010. The city took up the 
cause a year later, 

beefing up bike access on 
nearby Columbia Street, but 
neighbors said the changes 
didn’t go far enough. 

Sandy Balboza, president 
of the Atlantic Avenue Bet- 
terment Association, said that 
the city’s latest plan still isn’t 
sufficient. 

She wants a countdown 
clock at the intersection for 
pedestrians. 

“At least the [Transporta- 
tion Department] is making 
an effort,” she said. “But it 
needs to be monitored to see 
if it all works.” 


The coaster has seen 
its share of mishaps since 
then. In 2007, a man died 
after breaking his neck on 
the Cyclone’s first 85-foot 
drop. According to Herrera, 
1 9 riders were inj ured on the 
Cyclone in2011 — including 
four terrified people who bit 
their tongues. 

Longtime neighborhood 
boosters say the fix-up of the 


Cyclone was long overdue. 

“Riders should be excited, 
enthusiastic and grateful,” 
said Dick Zigun, the man be- 
hind the Coney Island Mer- 
maid Parade and Sideshows 
by the Seashore. 

Borough President 
Markowitz also applauded 
the renovation — but said 
his famous fear of the strap- 
ping himself into one of the 


cars won’t be abated, no 
mater how “safe” the ride 
becomes. 

“I never once considered 
safety issues in my decision 
not to ride it,” said Markow- 
itz. “It’s always a matter of 
feeling more secure with my 
two feet planted firmly on 
Brooklyn soil and sand — 
cheering on the riders with a 
Nathan’s hot dog in hand,.” 


“How did I ever find ta- 
cos before this prescient lit- 
tle program?” said Conor 
O’Hollaren. “What a time 
to be alive.” 

The Odyssean aspect of 
the software hasn’t stopped 
the app’s creators from di- 
vulging their favorite taco- 
slinging destinations. 

Gnaedig’s secret standby 
is a little bodega under the 
Williamsburg Bridge on 
Broadway called Mexico 
2000 Grocery. 


Kosoy prefers Tortilleria 
Mexicana Los Hermanos, an 
old garage turned tortilla fac- 
tory in Bushwick. 

“Of course, if you’re in the 
mood for a fun day time activ- 
ity, I could give you recom- 
mendations,” Gnaedig said. 
“But it’s more fun to follow 
an arrow and see where it 
leads you.” 

Kosoy hopes gutsy din- 
ers will take Taco Finder to 
the next level by hopping in 
a cab with a hunger for ad- 


venture (and tacos), but no 
definitive destination — or 
mounting an iPhone on a bike 
and pedaling until they en- 
counter something cooked 
al pastor. 

“This is for the adventur- 
ous eater,” he said. “Mostly 
I just open it up and wan- 
der off.”

Pub as a performance art bar 
cluttered with weird kids toys 
and old musical instruments 
run by Nash, hersisterEsther, 
and their mother until the late 
1990s. 

“It was as if the Addams 
family or Queequeg from 
‘Moby Dick’ opened a bar,” 
a regular told The Brooklyn 
Paper back then. 

The bar was unpredict- 
able in every way — even 
its hours, said former patron 
Buck Wolf. 

“It was like walking into 
your senile old aunt’s attic,” 
said Wolf, who played harmon- 
ica there. “There was dust ev- 
ery where and you never knew 
when it would be open.” 

The building is just as 
wacky on paper, boasting 
24 unresolved Department 
of Buildings violations. 
The city has leveled tens 
of thousands of dollars of 
fines against the Nash fam- 
ily for numerous infractions 
such as failing to maintain a 
rickety sidewalk shed, letting 


the building’s chimney fall 
into disrepair, and not fix- 
ing loose windows, one of 
which fell on a car, accord- 
ing to neighbors. 

The Nash family tried to 
sell the gated-up building for 
about $5.5 million in 2006, 
but it didn’t work and the 
bar never re-opened. 

Since then, CB6 members 
have repeatedly tried to track 
down the landlords in hopes 
of convincing them to fix up 
the property, which occupies 
a prime piece of real estate 
on the retail stretch. 

Board members were 
shocked to see Nash at the 
hearing, but claim they are 
more concerned with fixing 
the “significant blight” than 
planning a f undraiser to save 
it, saying the sisters’ disap- 
pearing-then-returning act 
makes them seem unreliable 
and out of touch. 

Nash says she has “been 
trying” to repair the build- 
ing and remove the crum- 
bling sidewalk shed, but 
her contractor keeps dodg- 


ing her calls. 

The sisters — who re- 
cently opened a small gal- 
lery space on the side of the 
building — say they want to 
renovate the Landmark Pub 
and turn it into a cafe with 
“poetry nights.” 

They also want to show-

fresh fish — a far cry from 
the planned menu at Prime 
6, which featured bottle ser- 
vice and bar food. 

That pleases neighbors, 
who feared that the proposed 
sports bar would have oper- 
ated as a night club, drawing 
scores of raucous fans from 
the Barclays Center across 
the street who would have 
kept them up late and clogged 
nearby streets. 

“I’ll be among his first 
customers,” said neighbor 
Steve Ettinger, who bashed 
Prime 6 at a Community 
Board 6 meeting last year. 
“I’m grateful he changed 
his mind.” 


case emerging artists, such 
as cartoonists, and convert 
the second floor into resi- 
dential units, claiming they 
have tried to get a contrac- 
tor to do repairs. 

“We’re gonna fix it up and 
make it pretty,” EstherNash 
said. “It’s a surprise.” 


The eatery’s pending de- 
but comes after dozens of Park 
Slopers launched a heated pro- 
test against Prime 6, turning 
the fight over theproposed pub 

— one of the first businesses 
perceived to be targeting the 
1 9,000 fans who might fill the 
arena when it opens this year 

— into a proxy battle in the 
war over the Atlantic Yards 
mega-project. 

Ofshtein says he’s waiting 
for “one final document” be- 
fore he can open next month 

— about eight months after 
he originally planned. 

The delay was caused in 
part by the backlash from 
neighbors, with whom he 
has held meetings to try to 
allay concerns. 

“The past is the past,” 
he said. “I think we’re be- 
yond that.”

by can see it from Henry Street. 
“It’s a dumping ground.” 

Longtime neighbor An- 
drew Porter said that the 
slummy shared courtyard 
turns into a dining room 
for vermin at night, and that 
passersby are confusing the 
yard for a mini-landfill. 

“A few days ago there was 
a sofa there,” Porter said. “I 
just wish someone would 
clean it up. I wish the gar- 
den would have flowers.” 

The junk pile is behind 
a row of Montague Street 
businesses, including Andy’s 
Chinese restaurant, Dash- 
ing Diva nail salon, and the 
Heights Vision Center. All 
three of the lot’s landlords 
— including major Coney 
Island developer Thor Eq- 
uities, which owns the sa- 
lon’s building — did not re- 
turn calls from The Brooklyn 
Paper. 

Neighbors claim that calls 
to 31 1 and business managers 
have been no use. Some resi- 
dents were so fed up that they 
even blamed Father James 
Root at Our Lady Lebanon 
Cathedral, which is separated 
from the trashy lot by a brick 
wall and a driveway.

anyone to hurl anything onto 
the roadway below.

more difficult for those who 
do to escape.

Neighbors: It’s too tall 

Preservationists object to six-foot roof addition 


Police arrested a man believed to have groped 
a woman in a Sunset Park subway station — the 
latest in a string of sexual assaults in Park Slope, 
Sunset Park and Bay Ridge. 

Alleged subway 
groper nabbed

Police say they nabbed a man suspected of groping a 
woman in a Sunset Park subway station last week — the sec- 
ond such assault to rock the area since New Year’s Eve. 

A transit cop cuffed the alleged molester on Jan. 1 1 
at about 10:30 pm, shortly after he attacked a woman at 
the 36th Street station near Fourth Avenue, according 
to Capt. James Grant of the 72nd Precinct. 

He said that the suspect was intoxicated and just as 
the victim turned to slap him, an officer jumped in to 
make the arrest. 

“It was one of those perfect scenarios — the cop was at 
the top step,” said Grant, the precinct’s commanding officer. 
“We’re going to be out in full force just to let these people 
know we’re not going to tolerate these crimes.” 

Police believe the groping wasn’t related to a spree of 
attacks that terrorized a swath of Brooklyn from Park 
Slope to Bay Ridge last year. Still, neighbors are frus- 
trated that the sexual assaults have continued. 

“It’s disturbing that this is becoming the status quo,” 
said Aaron Brashear, co-founder of the Concerned Cit- 
izens of Greenwood Heights and sergeant at arms of 
Community Board 7. “Whether this is a sex predator 
or someone being drunk and stupid, it just continues 
to go on.” 

In the last incident, a creep fondled a woman on Fourth 
Avenue on Dec. 31 right in front of her boyfriend — 
leaving some neighbors to wonder if the so-called South 
Slope Sex Fiend has returned. 

In that case, the 23 -year-old victim told police that 
she was nearing 19th Street at 1:30 am when a stranger 
— described as a 25-year-old Hispanic male between 
150 and 175 pounds with dark circles under his eyes and 
a buzz haircut — grabbed her buttocks and fled when 
her beau confronted him. 

The attack is eerily similar to a string of 20 or so in- 
cidents that rocked the Park Slope area last year, but 
suddenly stopped two months ago. 

Police released six sketches of the possible assailants, 
who tend to sneak up from behind women and grope 
them before running off when they scream. 

Camille Cruz, of the neighborhood watch group Safe 
Slope, said that she’s been giving fewer “safe walks” since 
the gropings died down this winter — but vowed to con- 
tinue organizing against the culprit or culprits. 

Safe Slope created an on-call buddy system in fall, 
escorting men and women from bars, subways and other 
venues to their homes. 

“We should all still be aware that stuff like this will 
happen — even if there is this lag for a while,” Cruz 
said. “We’re here for our neighborhood and we’re go- 
ing to continue to be on the lookout.”

A Cobble Hill family 
wants to expand its three- 
story row house with a back- 
yard buildout and a six-foot- 
tall rooftop addition, but 
preservationists in the his- 
toric district say such unprec- 
edented renovations could 
spark skyscraping changes 
in the community. 

The proposed work would 
add three stories of living 
space behind the home on 
Tompkins Place near Kane 
Street and a small rooftop 
“bulkhead,” likely contain- 
ing a staircase or building 
mechanicals.

bask in good light thanks to the 
uniform size of the three-story 
row houses — but tall back- 
yard extensions encroach on 
that, according to Strabone. 

“Changes like this chip 
away at the neighborhood’s 
charm,” he said. 

Community Board 6 ap- 
proved the record-setting 
abode last week, with sev- 
eral members saying the pro- 
posed changes aren’t sig- 
nificant enough to disturb 
the historic character of 
the street, where rules bar 
buildings from rising more 
than 50 feet. 

“The building was badly 
in need of a renovation,” said 
Glenn Kelly of Community 
Board 6, adding the revamp 
will likely be an aesthetic up- 
grade. “The owners are well 
within their rights.” 

The city’s Landmarks Pres- 
ervation Commission has the 
final say on the plans. 

Owners of the building did 
not return calls — but long- 
time neighbors weren’t afraid 
to speak out against the pro- 
posed renovation. 

“We take a hardline on 
these issues,” Strabone said. 
“Otherwise it becomes the 
Wild West.”

Beloved vet clinic closes

An esteemed Brooklyn 
Heights veterinarian abruptly 
closed his animal hospital af- 
ter 30 years of rescuing furry 
creatures, saying the death of 
a former partner prompted 
his earlier-than-expected re- 
tirement. 

Richard Turoff — known 
for his compassionate, old- 
school style — abruptly shut- 
tered the 50-year-old Heights 
Veterinary Hospital on Hicks 
Street last week, leaving the 
pet-centric neighborhood 
without one of its longest- 
serving animal docs. 

Turoff — a motorcycle- 
driving general practitio- 
ner, who treated sick pup- 
pies and made house calls to 
old folks homes — said the 
recent death of one-time co- 
worker and friend Bernard

Wasserman, who lived above 
the business, influenced his 
decision to leave. 

“It seemed to be the end 
of an era,” Turoff said. “It’s 
a terrific neighborhood — 
full of people who take in- 
credible care of their pets — 
but it’s time to go.” 

Turoff slapped a sign on 
the door of the pet hospital at 
Cranberry Street then shut- 
tered the neighborhood main- 
stay on Jan. 1 , telling few cli- 


ents or neighbors. He later 
transferred files belonging 
to his four-legged patients 
to the nearby Atlantic An- 
imal Care. 

His sudden departure 
disappoints animal-loving 
neighbors, who love Tur- 
off’s casual-yet-thorough 
approach to treatment. 

“He reminds me of an 
old, country vet,” said An- 
drea Demetropoulos, a client. 
“He wasn’t money-hungry 


and he didn’t suggest treat- 
ments if he didn’t believe they 
would work.” 

Turoff took over the an- 
imal hospital — which was 
first owned by Wasserman 
— in 1985, after the two 
vets worked together for 
four years. 

He went on to treat nearly 
every pet imaginable, tend- 
ing to sick exotic snakes, de- 
hydrated Yorkies and preg- 
nant goats. 

“My philosophy was never 
to put a healthy animal to 
sleep,” he said. 

Turoff also made house 
calls to the Pierrepont Houses 
for the Elderly on Hicks and 
Pierrepont streets to help cli- 
ents who had trouble leav- 
ing home. 

But everything changed 
after Wasserman died in No- 
vember. Turoff said the sad 
event firmed up his decision 
to retire, although it’s “hard 
to say why.” 

Now, he will spend time 
learning about zoo medi- 
cine and hanging out with 
his cat at his home in Pros- 
pect Park South. 

“I was torn at first,” he 
said. “But it’s time to move

A notorious Bay Ridge 
landlord has more than a 
half dozen properties in fore- 
closure — a move that has 
neighborhood preservation- 
ists cheering. 

Two mortgage companies 
that loaned Mousa Khalil $1.5 
million during the housing 
bubble claim the landlord is 
now $2.35 million in arrears 
on seven of his homes. As a 
result, his properties, which 
can be found on Ridge Bou- 
levard and 82nd Street, are 
being put up for auction this 
week. 

Khalil says he’s trying to 
block the foreclosures. 

“I have my lawyer work- 
ing on it,” he said. 

Yet neighborhood preser- 
vationists want Khalil to let 
the properties go — so they 
can be bought by people who 
will take care of them. 

“[Khalil’s] destroying 
the neighborhood block by 
block,” said Victoria Hofmo 
of the Bay Ridge Preserva- 
tion Society. “He either guts 
the buildings or lets them lay 
fallow.” 

According to city records, 
Congregation Imrei Yehuda 
and a company called Par- 
kay LLC loaned Khalil the 
money in 2006 for a blan- 
ket mortgage on all seven 
properties. 

Khalil claimed that he was 
up to date on his mortgages, 
but fell behind in 2008 af- 
ter his Sunset Park plumbing 
supply business took a hit. He 
also says he’s been tied up in 
expensive court battles with 
a handful of former tenants 
who didn’t pay rent. 



Critics have charged 
that Mousa Khalil let 
houses fall into disre- 
pair. But they're not all 
dumps: some, like this 
one at 7701 Ridge Blvd., 
are still in great shape. 


Now, he can’t afford to 
keep up, he says. 

“These people are charg- 
ing me 24 percent interest,” 
he said. “I’ve been paying 
them on time [until 2008]." 

Imrei Yehuda spokesman 
Meyer Unsdorfer did not re- 
turn calls for comment. 

Khalil owns 30 homes in 
Bay Ridge. He made head- 
lines back in 2010 when the 
Department of Buildings shut 
down an illegal hostel he was 
running out of a 94th Street 
home. City workers raided 
the home to find 40 beds 
throughout the house, which 
was being used by several 
companies that provide hous- 
ing for foreign students. 

But that’s the most use 
Khalil’s buildings have seen: 
many of his properties are 
vacant, Hofmo said. 

“[Khalil’s homes are] a 
disaster,” she explained. 


“Most of them were not oc- 
cupied.” 

Hofmo says that the zoning 
laws prevent high rise condos 
from being built throughout 
most of Bay Ridge, so she 
isn’t worried about develop- 
ers scooping up and razing 
Khalil’s properties. 

"I’m concerned about 
who is going to buy them, 
and whether they are going 
to let the properties lay fal- 
low,” she said. 

Neighbors of the mainly 
vacant houses have long com- 
plained that Khalil would 
rather let his homes rot away 
than sell them. 

Yet, according to the city, 
most of Khalil’s homes are 
in good shape. The Depart- 
ment of Buildings has only 
taken action on one of Khal- 
il’s homes: it placed a vacate 
order on his Ridge Boule- 
vard property last year af- 
ter the garage to the home, 
which was built in 1899, 
collapsed and cinderblocks 
were thrown into the neigh- 
bor’s yard. 

Khalil says he’s trying to 
sell some of his properties, 
but complains he can’t find 
any buyers. 

The median sale price for 
a home in Bay Ridge is about 
$673,000, according to the 
website Trulia.com, which 
tracks real estate prices. 

Khalil’s homes range from 
a $733,000 property on Ridge 
Boulevard between 77th and 
78th streets to a $1.1 million 
home on 82nd Street between 
Colonial Road and Ridge 
Boulevard. Khalil bought 
that property for $960,000 
in 2005, according to city 
records.

Getting to Philadelphia 
from Brooklyn only takes 
minutes thanks to a new 
food truck serving the so- 
called sixth borough’s most 
famous local specialty.

The City of Brotherly Love 
is only 100 miles away, but 
authentic Philly-style sand- 
wiches have been hard to find 
in Brooklyn since 2008, 
when Prospect Heights’s 
High Stakes Cheesesteaks 
closed. 

Phil’s Steaks founders Jim 
Drew, JJ Jensen, and Kevin 
McConnell hope to change 
that by focusing on chees- 
esteaks and cheesesteaks 
alone. 

“We didn’t want to be ev- 
erything to everybody — 
people should want to come 
for one thing,” said Drew, 
who modeled the franchise 
after the world-famous South 
Philly cheesesteakjoint Pat’s 
King ofSteaks. “Ifyou want 
a salad, you don’t want to 
come here.” 

The recipe is simple: grill 
thinly-shaved premium loin 
tail beef from America’s heart- 
land with onions, lightly toast a 


10-inch loaf from Philly bread- 
makers Amoroso’s Baking, 
and put it all together with 
some provolone or American 
cheese, or a dollop of Penn- 
sylvania’s favorite dairy prod- 
uct, Cheez Whiz. 

They’re already making 
Keystone State transplants 
yearn for home — serving up 
200 cheesesteaks on Satur- 
day and running out of meat 
by 11 pm. 

A half-sandwich costs 
$5.50 while a full sandwich, 
roughly a half-pound of beef, 


sets diners back $8.50 — a 
price affordable to Rocky 
Balboa back when he was 
just a hardscrabble pugilist 
from Philly ’s Kensington 
neighborhood. 

“They’re meaty steaks,” 
said Drew. “I don’t think any- 
body has eaten two yet.”

Pickles preserve the past 
barrel into the future

T o understand Brooklyn today, look 
no furtherthanyourplate. Pickles, 
once the humblest of immigrant 
staples, are experiencing a resurgence 
as an artisinal, specialty good, and 
enjoying a state of gourmet chic that 
would have made any 20th century 
pickle man’s eyes pop. That’s not to 
say the borough’s old-school picklers 
are extinct; on the contrary, older, more 
seasoned pickle mongers — whose lu- 
cious cues are more likely to be sold as 
a diner side than a delicacy — main- 
tain their operations around the bor- 
ough, even while a fleet of upstart 
pickle producers push their newly posh 
product from Williamsburg to Gow- 
anus. Look closely: Brooklyn’s duel- 
ing identities can be seen through the 
briny prism of the pickle jar. 

New-school pickles 

McClure's Pickles: The 

patron saints of new Brook- 
lyn pickling, brothers Bob 
and Joe McClure started 
their small company six 
years ago — hand-jar- 
ring their pickles from 
a family recipe — but 
the company soon out- 
grew its family-album 
sized roots. McClure’s 
now supplies Michi- 
gan with the major- 
ity of its pickles, and 
ships their briny beau- 
ties all over the coun- 
try through retailers such as 
Williams-Sonoma and Whole Foods. 
At $12 ajar, McClure’s spicy haba- 
nero-brined cucumbers cost a pretty 
penny — but taste one, and you re- 
alize these bold 21st-century pickles 
are hard to beat.

Fort Greene, (718) 233-2700] 

Brooklyn Brine Co.: No brand 
better represents the soul of new 
Brooklyn pickling than Shamus 
Jones’s two-and-a-half year old com- 
pany, Brooklyn Brine. Made out of 
a factory in Gowanus by tattoo-clad 
preservation perfectionists, these pick- 
les come in such brine-bending fla- 
vors as chipotle carrots and lavender 
asparagus. Taste one of the compa- 
ny’s curried squash pickles and let the 
delicate vinegar flavors and hint of 
eastern spices wash overyourtongue; 
these are pickles that go to yoga and 
keep a dream journal. 


“What’s happening on 
the artisanal front is that 
we’re developing new mar- 
kets,” Jones says. “It’s a dif- 
ferent game.” 

Pictured top right, pickier 
Mark Straiton, — also known 
as Cowboy Mark, — enjoys the 
fruit (yes, cucumbers are techni- 
cally fruits!) of his labor.

Decades-old pickle shop 
opens in Clinton Hill 

Pickling may be the borough's latest hipster craze, but one of New York's 
famed briners is moving to Brooklyn with a 90-year-old recipe she claims is 
healthier than the newfangled pickles sold only blocks away. 


Old-school brine-mistress Pat Fairhurst, 
pictured left, the proprietor the legend- 
ary Guss’ Pickles stand in Manhattan, 
moved her barrels to Clinton Hill and is 
preserving the gherkin as it once was 
— by fermenting her cues in a tried 
and true salt-water solution once fa- 
vored by Jewish immigrants in the 
early 20th century. 

“These days, people want more 
natural food,” said Fairhurst, who 
k maintains the tradition of the pick- 
les-sellers of yore by peddling 
them out of barrels on the side- 
walk with her son Roger. “I fer- 
ment my pickles — and fermented 
food is good for you.” 

Fairhurst is banking on the fact that 
the process of fermentation, during which 
helpful bacteria eat the sugars in the cu- 
cumbers making them technically “alive” 


and in need of refrigeration, will elevate 
her pickles to the popularity enjoyed by 
other “live” products like kombucha and 
kim chi. 

In contrast, Brooklyn’s new class of 
pickles — and peppers, string beans and 
fiddlehead ferns — are shelf-stable after 
being preserved in vinegar, and without 
all the good stuff. 

Plus, they’re expensive. 

“I don’t really understand [the expen- 
sive prices],” said Fairhurst, who made 
the move to Brooklyn after being priced 
out of the Lower East Side — where the 
shop had been since 1920 — and still sell 
her sells her cues for $6 a quart. “Pick- 
ing isn’t rocket science. It’s just salt-wa- 
ter and garlic!”

J ust when you’d learned how to prop- 
erly taste wine, pair beer, and distin-

“We needed enough room for our 
showcase roaster, a brew bar, a cupping 
and training area, a dispatch and ware- 
house space for our pallets of beans, and 
of course, a nice spot for people to sit 
around and enjoy,” said Smith. 


“We’re very grateful to have found our- 
selves in Williamsburg, with a lot of cre- 
ative people and a mixed demographic,” 
he added. “We have some very special 
coffees that we’re excited to share.” 

Smith is also introducing a whole brew 
world of jargon to unsuspected caffeine 
seekers, although he insists that the unini- 
tiated won’t be turned off — or away. 

“It’s important not to isolate ourselves 
from our customers by rattling on about 
citrus notes in the Guatemalan — we’re 
just trying to make great coffee approach- 
able,” Smith said. 

“The industry is all about the latest toys 
and coming up with a new way of say- 
ing something, but an espresso shot is an 
espresso shot as it always will be.” 

Be that as it may, we’re spilling the 
beans on Toby’s most oft-used terms — 
to help you get the most out of your next 
(elevated) cup of joe.

W ho would have 
guessed that an Ar- 
gentina-born Queens 
resident would become such 
a pioneer of Italian food in 
Brooklyn? 

Andres Rodas, co-owner of 
the nine-year-old Carroll Gar- 
den’s staple, Fragole, and the 
one-year-old Windsor Terrace 
risotto takeaway spot, Piccoli, 
is now drawing raves for his 
warm and welcoming Piccoli 
Trattoria, an intimate Italian 
dinner option on the corner 
of 14th Street and Sixth Av- 
enue in Park Slope. 

“Many people don’t know 
this, but the majority of the 
population of people living in 
Argentina are actually from 
Italy and Spain,” said Rodas. 
"If you go to any restaurant, 
pasta is half the menu. And 
every neighborhood has two 
or three stores that sell fresh 
pasta, with lines out the door 
every Sunday.” 

That makes it a safe bet to 
go for the noodles at Piccoli 
Trattoria, which are made 
in-house each day. Dishes 
like pappardelle with honey- 
braised short rib ragu and 
fettuccini with wild mush- 
rooms and five -hour braised 
rabbit ( both $ 1 5.95 ) are exer- 
cises in rustic elegance — as 
well as down-home flavor. 
You also can’t go wrong 


with a plate of the creamy ri- 
sotto, made famous at Picco- 
li’s W indsor Terrace sibling, 
or even a salad — hardly 
rabbit-food fare. 

Top marks go to a toss 
of shaved brussels sprouts, 
marcona almonds, pecorino 
and meyer lemon dressing 
($8.95); and a deceptively 
simple but intensely flavor- 
ful melange of roasted but- 
ternut squash, mushrooms, 
Buffalo mozzarella and but- 
ter/balsamic vinaigrette 
($9.95). 

And although the food 
may not be as recognizably 
Argentinean as empanadas or 


carne asada, Rodas hopes to 
best distinguish his trattoria 
with a liberal dose of South 
American hospitality. 

“One of the things that 
shocked me when I first 
moved here from Argentina 
and began work at high-end 
restaurants, is that they try to 
pull you in and then push you 
out the door,” Rodas said. 

“We welcome you here” 
he said. “Our customers are 
like friends.”

W e’ve all experienced the won- 
ders of nature through the ex- 
pert lens of the thoroughly 
British documentary superstar Sir 
David Attenborough, but what hap- 
pens when your average Brooklynite 
comes face-to-face with the oft’ ma- 
jestic, and sometimes dangerous, 
forces of the wilderness? 

Find out during the next install- 
ment of “Story Collider,” a storytell- 
ing series that includes tales about 
the magic and mystery of science, 
as experienced by non-scientist New 
Yorkers. 

“Science is everywhere,” saidhost 
and co-creator Ben Lillie, a parti- 
cle physicist who founded the se- 
ries along with string theorist Brian 
Wecht in May of 2010. “It happens 
to all of us; sometimes it’s funny 
and sometimes it’s heartbreaking.” 
Lillie may have a PHD in particle 
physics, but he found his calling out- 
side the realm of research and the- 
ories, when he began helping peo- 
ple to discover the role of science 
in their lives. 

“Science is a part of daily life,” said 
Lillie, “it’s one of the biggest cultural 
influences on our era, and there are a 
lot of facts and figures, but not a lot of 
stories directly from people.” 

This particular show features 
six raconteurs, including Hallie 
Haglund, and Kerri Doherty. 

And their respective interests in 
science are as diverse as the stories 
they’ll tell. 


“I was really bad at math and sci- 
ence all throughout school,” said 
Doherty, whose “Story Collider” 
appearance is her first, “Once, I ac- 
cidentally flung a sheep’s eye off a 
science lab table while trying to dis- 
sect it. Getting the opportunity to 
tell a story on a science-based show 


makes me think that I’ve somehow 
beat the system!” 

In addition to Doherty’s tale, 
there’ll be stories about the arctic, 
the mountains of Colorado, and the 
cosmos. But not all of the stories 
are set in remote tracts of untamed 
wilderness; a few take place in the 


equally wild — if less remote — 
concete jungle.

I remember the moment it 
hit me that I had to split 
my love between two chi 1- 
dren. It felt like a harsh physi- 
cal blow, like how I imagined 
the opposing boxer’s fist would 
feel in the ring, expected, yet 
still strangely shocking. 

I’d walked in to Eli’s room 
to tuck him in the night I ar- 


rived home with his brother 
back those many years ago, 
past the framed painting of 
two crowned dogs in face- 
off, and its prescient caption, 
“Why Can’t We Both Be 
Kings?” Suddenly I felt an 
overwhelming surge of guilt as 
I saw his big expectant brown 
eyes stare desirously toward me 


had previously, over the last 
two-and-a-half years, tended 


only to him. 

I had to calm myself, as I 
often do in moments of sheer 
panic. I had to be my own per- 
sonal cheerleader. It’s ok, you 
can do it. You can love both 
of them. It doesn’t mean your 
love diminishes, it just has to 
expand. 

That moment occurs to me 
often — when my boys tussle 
overmy attention, when I have 
to choose who to kiss good- 
night first, or whose home- 
work question to field before 
whose. The internal pep talk 
has to happen in a split second. 
Inevitably recently, as insecu- 
rities rise with growing ex- 
istential awareness, I will be 
accused outright of loving the 
other more, of picking sides 
because of my seemingly ob- 
vious preference. 

“I love you both the same. . .” 
I find myself saying dispas- 
sionately as mothers have in 
the many generations before 
me. Of course, though, even 
as I say it, I know it is not true. 
The minute the easy cliche rolls 


off my tongue, I know that the 
truth, like most truths, is far 
more nuanced. 

I do not love my children 
the same. I love them very, very 
differently. They are completely 
different in who they are, the 
way they love me, and the way 
they expect to be loved. Inti- 
macy between two people is 
incredibly personal and unique, 
unlike the intimacy between 
any other combination. Ido not 
act the same or feel the same 
when Eli nears as I do when 
Oscar approaches. I try not to 
judge myself forthe difference, 
try not to think which is better, 
which is worse. In the same way, 
I try not to j udge them and their 
responses to love and intimacy 
— with me and with others — 
as better or worse. It is what it 
is, they are who they are. 

In terms of how to display 
my love for my children — 
equal amounts doled out dif- 
ferently, separately — I try 
to think about the directive 
I see scrawled often on the 
kids’ math homework: show 
your work. 

In addition to showering 
both kids with ‘I love you’s 
and as many hugs and kisses 
as they’ll allow, I try to let 
them in on how challenging 
it is sometimes to determine 
how to give them what they 
want from me. 

Without getting too defen- 
sive, I try to let them in on what 
I’m up against, on how hard it 
can be for me to translate their 
feelings through the compli- 


cated array of physical and ver- 
bal protestations they can offer, 
each in their own way. 

A friend recently shared a 
difficult accusation her teen- 
age son made, that she put work 
before him, that she found her 
other son easierto handle, os- 
tensibly easier to love. 

As she began to explain 
to me how she defended her- 
self, how she got annoyed with 
him at his wrong assessment; I 
imaginedhow he felt, and what 
he probably most wanted. 

I stopped her. It seemed so 
obvious because I was outside 
the situation, not standing ac- 
cused. 

“I think he didn’t care about 
your excuses. I think he just 
wanted a hug and to hear how 
you really love him. . .” 

She nodded, sympathy for 
him in her eyes. “I know. . .” 
she said. Sometimes it’s easy 
to forget that what a person at 
any age is looking for from 
his mother is the simple re- 
assurance that you love him 
immensely. 

I have thought of that con- 
versation often in the last few 
weeks and tried to give my- 
self the same advice. I have 
to remember that, from my 
sons’ vantage point, they are 
the only one that matters. I 
have to stop and remind them 
that I am trying, like I hope 
they are, to love multiple peo- 
ple to the best of my ability, 
to show my love in the indi- 
vidual ways they need me to 
show it.

even chime in. One PS 287 
mother was pulled out of the 
auditorium screaming as ru- 
mors swirled that critics of 
the plan were being silenced 
to stifle opposition. 

“Community Roots is 
robbing our children,” said 
Cynthia Garrett, who has 
a kindergartner at PS 287. 
“They’re taking over our caf- 
eteria and our library, and we 
just get to hear about how 
great their school is.” 

PS 287 PTA president Ed- 
gardo Rivera bristled as sup- 
porters shared Community 
Roots success stories. 

“What about us? What 
about this community and 
this school?” saidRivera, who 
claims his school has tried in 
vain to expand to include a K-8 
program. “We’re trying so hard 
but the [Department of Edu- 
cation] keeps telling us no. If 
the city were shoving a school 
down your throats, you’d be 
out there fighting.” 

PS 287 already shares 
its facilities with a charter 
school, the Khalil Gibran 
International Academy — 
an Arabic language school 
that is currently being phased 
out and relocated. Rivera said 


that parents aren’t against 
Community Roots — they 
also demonstrated against 
Khalil Gibran in 2008, be- 
cause they wanted the space 
for their own expansion. 

But the city has repeatedly 
scuttled PS 287’s attempts to 
add middle school classes, 
citing low enrollment. 

This isn’t the first time that 
Community Roots — which 
operates a K-5 program just 
blocks away on St. Edwards 
Street in a building it shares 
with PS 67 — plotted an ex- 
pansion in a public school. 
Last year, the city scrapped 
plans for the charter school 
to occupy more space inside 
its current home after PS 67 
families complained. 

But this time the move has 
drawn support from Council- 
woman Letitia James (D-Fort 
Greene), who has slammed 
charter schools in the past. 

It also has the backing of 
the Schools Chancellor Den- 
nis Walcott, who claims he’s 
“very bullish” on Community 
Roots because “there’s a great 
opportunity for quality edu- 
cation to take place.” 

“We’re confident that there 
will be support there,” said 
Walcott at a town hall meet- 


ing in Gravesend on Wednes- 
day night. 

Charter school supporters 
swearCommunity Roots is a 
boon to the community.

Critics vandalized a series
